There Is a good daal of dim- 
cultjr experienced tn making them be- 
cauae of the fact tbat rkttbarb la gen- 
erally CO Jvlcy that It aoaki the under 
cm«t. To li'wMTi thf amount of juice 
do not uBf any water In tlif prepara- 
tion (if thp rhubarb. Cut the utalk., 
after they are waabed, dried and akln- 
ned. In half-inch iengtha, corer them 
with ausar and pat them ta the cruat 
There eaa be twe eraits, or the top 
of the pie cap ba barred with paatry.

When 
atur, remove from the mold, All the 
center wtth red mayonnaise and gar- 
nish with sliced eueunabars, tomatoes 
and lettnee leavea. The red mayoa- 
nnlso la made by cooklag a can of 
tomatoes; atraln and cook the luice 
again until It is reduced to two table- 
spoons.
